mutts as possible for a ilay of plea- 
sure, and their object met with 
astounding success. The afternoon 
was sia<nt in gathering all together 
lu one huge group where several 
hours of social iiiterciniise were en- 
joyed, including the forming of new 
acquaintances and exchanging 
ideas by lip-reading and in the sign- 
language. The gathering was char- 
acteristically an education in it- 
self. The feature of the afternoon 
was the photograph-taking — many 
in one form or another in different 
poses. Owing to Mie early depar- 
ture of the excursion train which 
brought down the Parkersburg 
party, every one hurried through 
the park and histly took in the 
coasting which soon becam»> a craze 
for them, many going through the 
piocession as many times. as they 
could while they had the nerves. 

Thus far, with the early departure 
of the Parkersburg parly, the ga- 
thering liroke up and the functions 
of the afternoon soon came tt> a 
closi» with all its blase of biilliancy 
amid hand shaking and good-liyes. 
Everybody pnvolaimed the after- 
noon a grand success and waddled 
away contented ami without a mur- 
mur of any unpleasantness. 

Mr. McCarthy, who engineered 
the job, is a native of Rhode Island, 
coming to Huntington a couple of 
yeais ago. During that time, he 
has made many friends, and we 
have the pleasure of knowing him 
inlimately, and luosi cheerfully re 
commend him as u fine, intelligent 
and t'hristian gentleman. Al- 
though we sympathize with Rhode 
Island in the loss of this gentleman 
and congratulate Huntington upon 
the accession to her ranks of fellow 
mutes such a splendid man.

Whenever anyone offers me sym- 
pathy on account of my "affliction," 
I always put them in mind of the 
cheerful spirit of a man who once 
lost one of his legs in a railroad ac- 
cident. This man upon recovering 
con.sciousncss and noticing his lo.ss 
exclaimed: "Thank God, I still 
have the other leg left." That is 
the way most of us feel. None of us 
are bemoaning our fate, and seldom 
realize we are deaf until some fool 
person come.s along to ask tis ' ' how 
it feels to Ix- deaf. ' ' With our ijooks, 
iiiaga/inesand newspapers, we have 
recovered much that we lost. 
Til rough our eyes we have develop- 
ed a sixth sen.se. To-day many a 
deaf man can run a big Corli.ss en- 
gine, automobile engine or a motor 
bike, with a good deal better accuracy 
than many who can hear. Wc liavc 
only to i>e initiated and our sixth 
sen.se takes the place of our hearing. 
It is almost eighteen years since I 
left the newspaper field. In deal- 
ing with the subject, I must confess 
to being a Ijack number. Once my 
interest became so deep that I went 
so far as to join the Chicago I'rdss 
Club with Mr. J. E. Gallagher, the 
iiiaiiagiug editor of the National Jix- 
portenl, so as to get the benefit of the 
newspaper exijerience of such master 
minds as Stanley Waterloo, the 
veteran editor, Opie Kead, the play- 
wright and novelist, and other fami 
liar lights who frequented the cliil)- 
rooiiis. When Mr. Han.son suggest- 
ed a few montlis ago that I write up 
my past exj>erience, inasmuch as 
the National A.s.sociation is about to 
commit itself on the proixjsition of 
undertaking the puldication of a 
newspaj^er of its own, I prepared tlie 
following article, but less amplified, 
for the Observer. Later when I 
found myself down ou your program 
for a similar article, I decided to 
hold it over for this affair. There is 
nothing elalxjrate presented in it. 
Jt is a plain, frank, recitation of my 
own ex])erience, to which I have 
added as an appendix statements of 
newspaper and otlier men of ii;itioiial 
repute, which more or le.ss confirm 
my own experience. 

Some of our k; Iiavc 

ventured to a.s,sert tn.n iiic iiuie i.s 
ripe for the National Association of 
the Deaf to conduct a newspa^)er of 
its own, under the belief that .such n 
pajier could eventually be placed on 
a paying basis. That the deaf of the 
country are to-day financially better 
off and better educated on the neces- 
sity of keeping aljreast with the 
times, is proven hy the expansion of 
onr State and local a.ss(x:iatioiis and 
by the increa.se in the nuniljer of in- 
dependent ncw.spapers. A few years 
ago we would have laughed as 
heartily over the idea of launching 
successfully an independent news- 
paper in the far west or way down 
.south as we could have, at that time, 
of taking an aviation trip acro.ss the 
Juiglish Chaimel. In conipari.son, 
lK)th alike show the high intellec- 
tual advancement of the people. We 
deaf nowdays read a good deal and 
many of us take half a dozen pajK-rs 
where once we would take only one. 
The newspapers for the deaf are 
jieculiarily situate<l, which leads uie 
to Ixilieve we si ill live in an exj»eri- 
mental age and are surrounded by 
prejudice. To conduct a uewsiiaper 
.succes.sfully — that is on a financial 
basis -something more is rc(|iiired 
than a few thousand paid subscrip- 
tions. Circulation is a fine thing to 
have if backed by advertisements. 
Kvery publisher knows that no mat- 
ter how large the circulation is no 
profit accrues to it from the .suli- 
.s<:ri{)tion department. The cxpen.se 
for comixj.sition, prcsswork, cuts and 
pajier, is barely covered by sub.scrip- 
tion. It costs fifteeu to twenty-five 
cents per rojiy to bring out an il- 
lu.strated magazine that sells at fif- 
teen cents, but the i ' ' ' r reim- 
bur.ses himself for !<< i ninkcs 

a neat profit from the ad\ 
patronage he obtains. So hi 
to sell the magazine below the cost 
of protluctiou and at a popular price. 
We all remember how not long ago 
magazines were .sold at thirty-five 
and fifty cents per copy, when to-day 
lietter ones can l^e lx>ught at ten and 
fifteen cents. 

The local newspajjcr field, both in 
the country and in the town, would 
also be quite deserted if local mer- 
chants did not use the columns to 
advrtisp their wares. The in-

can demand the patronage of firms 
who wax fat off their school con- 
tracts for supplies and equipments. 

The success of an independent 
paper would be assured with ad- 
vertising patronage. But adver- 
ti.sers are not posted sufficiently oh 
our coudition aud resources. We 
are looked upon as a stej) above the 
])au])cr and the imbecile. Perhaps 
the fre(|uency with vvliich the im- 
jio.stor dodge is played upon the 
pulilic at our expense by vagrants 
has brought discredit upon us as a 
class. There is hardly a comniunity 
without these impostors. It would 
not Ijc so hard to weed them out of 
existence if the puuishniont was 
made to fit the crime. That is one 
thing we must interest lawmakers 
in. The pul)lic does not realize that 
the average deaf-mute is financially 
situated head and shoulders above 
the common mass and theiii.selves. 
The advertiser realizes this still less. 
As a class we are more thrifty, more 
saving; and with fewer vices (fra- 
ternal and insurance companies are 
making a note of this), aud it fol- 
lows that we have more spending 
money. What advertisers would 
think of the deaf indulging in the 
ownershij) of automobiles, and motor- 
cycles, or of dalibliiig in real estate 
investments ; yet in my home town, 
Ivos Angeles, four ot the deaf own 
motorcycles, three own automobiles, 
and many more in line to buy, while 
forty (leaf eou])lcs in this city own 
real estate to the value of $350,(100. 
Til in for all the plca.sures and 

"' of life. The ca.sc of Los 

Aiigelci is in)t ;iu exception. The 
deaf of the whole country are pro 
sperous, and it creates no astonish- 
ment to us when we read of fuy of 
our deaf friends tnking trips around 
the world, or foreign tours. If ad- 
verti.sers could only lie .acquainted 
with this fact, as well as our having 
no eounections with that class of 
fakirs who play the " deaf aud dumb 
racket," our iudfependent new.s- 
pajjers M^ould be overrun with ad- 
verti.sements. The DKAi''-Mu'ri':s' 
JouKNAi. of New York is al)oiit the 
only iicwspajjcr i>ul>lished in our in- 
terests which carries a fair share of 
advcrli.setnciits, but its low advertis- 
iug rate can hardly be said to be 
coinmensuralilc to proper financial 
support. In many of our other 
journals, advertisements are mostly 
deadheads run lo help fill out space. 
The careful advertiser will uot u.se a 
journal who.se national circulation is 
under five thousand. 

I fear I will be accu.sed of " sour 
grapes" bccau.se of the failure of my 
own pet project, the National Ex- 
ponent. But to tho.se who advocate 
the ownershij) of a ncwsi)aper by the 
Association, I want lo lie perfectly 
candid. As a strictly biisiiu-.s.s mo

backing, the pretences or the per- 
Sfjniiel of the newcomer, it could not 
expect to win in a minute, or to .se- 
cure the public confidence in the 
outset in the .same measure that the 
privately owned newspapers do at 
jireseut. . No journal cau reach a 
position of jxjwer, inllueuce, com- 
])Iete effectiveness and genuine suc- 
cess unless its columns appeal direct- 
ly to the great Ijody of the peojile 
and uot to a particular few. To get 
this patronage it must deal with 
real live ucw.s. A literary organ or 
on educational jiajier appeals to the 
|)articular few. Warren Robinson 
lias as good a paper as the A.s.socia- 
tion coidd i)attern after, but bccau.se 
its coluniiis do not teem with every- 
day gossi]), its circulation has not 
increa.sed through appeals to "na- 
tional pride" or "class pride." 
The litijf and Blue is of high 
literary merit, but " college pride" 
apj)ears to l>e lacking among the 
giaduates, for few of tlieni take the 
niagazine. If our N. A. D. organ 
entered in the realm of news, it 
would come into competition with 
cxi.sting iiide])eudeut journals, which 
would precipitate a war to the knife 
and end in the survival of the fittest. 
There is another danger. Alino.st 
iuevitalily people would think of the 
N. A. D. paper as official whatever 
ajipcars in its columns. luauy time 
of .stress or political activity it would 
be difficult for the editor or editors 
to be non partisan. One must 
take .sides— one must determine 
what one l>clicves to l)c the better 
policy or the better ticket. Having 
decided this, one can hardly avoid 
doiii^; .something for the cau.se es- 
ixiused which might give offence to 
M-rs among us, and this is the dan- 
rock on wliich we might .sj)lit 
and ruin tlie financial prospect* of 
the joilili;il ill iiKiUiiu' it self ..iiiii 
|x>rting 

The l)eli'ji piuii wonlci ije lor Uie 
As.socialion to have a p.igc or a de- 
partment in .some journal with a 
clean record, not given to partisan- 
shi|), guaranteeing it either a sub- 
sidy of about one thousand dollars 
a year, half of which might be ap- 
propriated to the s,alary of the editor 
of the dpprirtiiient. Some journals 
if):' 'la thoiisaiidorsf) of new 

suii . might be induced to 

make a cash bid for the prestige and 
patronage it would gain as the 
official organ, or it might allow a 
liberal commi.ssiou, which might Ik- 
a])plied to the Association editor's 
salary. However, any contract 
entered iijion by the Board of Direc- 
tors .should be limited to one term, 
and at its cxiiiratiou new bids or con- 
tract called for. This would put a 
quietus ■ i ■.in or partiality 

and giv journals n .se- 

cond chance ior the privilege. 



Mention has been made of making 
the secretary of the A.s.sociation the 
editor of the department or organ. 
The .secretary may neither have al- 
ways the time or the ability to fit iu 
the edil<>rial chair. On the other 
hand, editors make iioor business 
heads, as most publishers know. 
The better jiolicy would be to elimi- 
nate any fixed rule in black and 
white a^ to Who should be the editor 
or vice versa. 

In opening this article, I said au 
independent uewspaper that carries 
no paid advertisements to any extent 
has a precarious existence from a 
financial standpoint. But journals 
do exist that are run on philanthro- 
pic ])rinciples, whose editors and 
corps of corresjxjudents work for a 
pittance or gratuitously for a while. 
Such journals are continually 
' ' changing hands' ' and ' ' under new 
nianagenienl," for there is a limit to 
all things in endurance and one .soon 
tires of doing work as a labor of 
love iu this age of commercialism. 
To make, however, such journals 
.self-supporting, requires from ^oc"' 
to 5LXX) subscriptions to net 75 cents 
each for a weekly, or 50 cents each 
for a .semi-monthly. Any paper with 
a circulation less than 3000 has a 
short time of life. The history of 
many of our independent papers that 
have fallen by the wayside proves 
this. 

Ou the other hand, the school 
pajier is about as strong as the rock 
at Ciibraltar. The Journai,, for in- 
stance, has been under the .same 
iiianageiiieiit ever since I can re- 
member. It is the oldest .uid most 
|)opular of our new.spaper.s and with 
the largest paid subscription li.st. 1 
am unable to place the number de- 
finitely, but fifteen years ago the 
Jiowell New.spaper Index gave its 
circulation as 3(X->o. The Jouknal 
receives an annuity from the State 
in addition to the .school appropria- 
tion. [That is not true — Un. Jouk- 
NAi,.] The National Exponent was 
organized as a stock company. At 
the height of its pro.sperity it had 
over 30(K) paid subscript ions, but 
still it lost |.2ooo iu over two years, 
having found it necessary to add a 
job department to recoup this loss. 
But never was such enthusiasm, 
e((ualled as exhibited by the entire 
editorial .staff. Their labor was a 
labor of love, and they will go down 
into history as having stood by to 
the last ditch. The Exponent was 
far ahead of its time. It failed be- 
cause too much was devoted to edu- 
cational matters and too little to 
every-day go.ssip to suit those who 
were uot attached to schools. This 
shows how low a newspaper must 
often stoop to jilease the public 
vanity if it wants their money. It's 
a c.i.se of "1 tickle you, you tickle

and following must ex])ress iiu' ion- 
victions and belief of those who con- 
trol it or write for jt. To do this 
effectively, of course, the newsjiaper 
must be free from outside inffuence 
or control. But there is such a 
thing as a moral force in a news- 
paper as in a statesman. There are 
well-known men in our pulilic life 
who do not wield great public in- 
llueuce, because of the doubt as to 
their sincerity or because there is a 
suspicion that they arc under the in- 
fluence of others or possess selfish 
motives. I have it on good author- 
ity from editors and others that the 
jiolicies of a number of our .school 
papers are controlled indirectly by 
Mr. Booth, the head of the Volta 
Bureau, in behalf of Dr. Bell. A 
.sort of a censorship is established, 
and when any of the deaf dares ex- 
press his views on educational sub 
jects in opposition to this Bureau, he 
is called down and told " to sin no 
more." 

Again, the haste in which .some of 
our journals exhibit in circulating 
indecent, cowardly, fal.sc, selfi.sh and 
cruel charges, or as iu the recent 
case of one paper, iu undoing the 
work of 50,000 of the deaf in a 
government appropriation matter bc- 
cau.se of a personal grudge held 
against their leader, does not reflect 
to their credit. A uew.spaper should 
reflect the morals, taste, culture and 
the .social and commercial standard 
of the people to whom it caters, aud 
when it caters to the young, sus- 
ceptible mind of school children, 
as all our school papers do, parti- 
cular care must be exerci.sed not to 
w.'inder iu the realm of sensation- 
alism. Our newspapers for the deaf 
could do niuch to advance our in 
terests if they would refrain from 
pnbli.shing .scurrilous attacks direct- 
ed at the N. A. D. aud its officers, 
written by outsiders and ".sore- 
heads," who crave notoriety, or of 
encouraging petty animosities. One 
such attack whets the appetite for 
more. We .«fliould consider it a sa- 
cred duty to supjiort the policy of 
the N. A. IX , whether the oflicers 
elected to carry it out are to our 
liking or not. 

The jiress on the whole is just, aud 
its power .for doin>{ good is immen.se, 
as Mayor Gayuor, of New Yprk re- 
cently .said. The heated ]x>litical 
campaign we have just pa.ssed 
through i>roves how the denf arc ex- 
])auding and taking their place in 
the world. After the election the 
press should unite in .seeking to aid 
the new officials in giving a good, 
clean administration, and then and 
only then will wc forget our differ- 
ences .'iiiil unite to cheer and sm ■ "' 
onr fellow beings and to better t)i' n 
condition.

Pasqnale de Rienzo, a fourteen- 
year-old Italian boy, w.hs temporari- 
ly saved from depoitation to Italy 
ou the steamship Taoriuiua, which 
sailed from the Snyder Avenue 
wharf at noon, by an order from 
Ihe Department of Commerce and 
Labor at Washington. The order 
came in the form a telegram to Jobu 
S. J. Rogers, United States Com- 
missioner of Immigration, who, 
acting njion the recommendation of 
tiie United States Marine Surgeon 
and a special board of inquiry, had 
ordered the boy deported as, an 
idiot. 

With an aunt, who arrived from 
Italy with him last Sunday, Pas- 
quale is now at the immigration 
house of detention and will remain 
there until his right to enter the 
United States is determined by the 
Fedeial Courts. 

Foi the purpose of securing an 
early decision on this right B. S. 
Owens and Joseph Levy, of this 
city, attorneys for Domenico de 
Rienze, of Somerset County, father 
of Pasquale, will in Ihe next few 
days go into the United States 
District Court and ask for a writ of 
habeas corpus, which if granted 
will give the lioy temporarily at 
least, and perhaps permanently, 
over to Ihe custody of his father. 
The i>areut is a naturalized citizen 
of the United States and the writ 
will be filed in his name as next 
friend aud father to Pasquale. 

Seldom iu the records of the 
Department x}f Immigration is there 
to be seen so many efforts of an 
alieu to land in the United States 
or so many futile knocks at the in- 
exorable laws governing the 
entrance of foreigners. Though 
only fourteen years old this is the 
third lime Pasquadehas crossed the 
ocean and each time the Federal 
authorities have said he is not wel- 
come.

In 1899 Domenioode Rienzo oame 
to his country aud settled al Sum- 
mit township, in Somer.set County, 
where he prospered. Five years 

W^Ku^^'iSSP" JhUdren. ^Ti^e'v 
arrived on a steamer landing at 
Boston, and all hut Pasquale were 
allowed to land. The lioy, then 
nine yeais old, was sent back 
iHHtause of his being a deaf-mute. 
He is said to have lost his si>eecb 
and hearing after an attack of 
scarlet fever when three years old. 

Returning to Italy he made hia 
home with his grandmother until 
her death two years ago. 

The father by this lime having 
become naturalized, again sent for 
his son, who, with an aunt, arrived 
in New York a year and a half ago. 
Again the \wy was detained at 
Ellis Island, aud though the father, 
throiiuh his Somerset County 
frieuds, appealed to Secretary of 
Stale aud the Department of 
Coinmeice and T.Abor, was sent 
back to Italy on the next ship, ^ 
accompanied by his annt. 

'The father, mother, brother and 
sisters who went to New York to 
meet the son and brother were not 
per mitled to see him and so followed 
him to Italy on the next ship. 

Returning to this country, the 
father, who in his application for a 
writ of habeas corpus sweats h« is 
worth 115,000, again wrote for the 
son and aunt, aud they arrived in 
Philadelphia ou the Taormina last 
Sunday. Domenico and his wife 
were here to meet them and hoped 
to carry them on to Somerset 
County, but the ii'^migration laws 
barred the way. The marine stir 
geon said the boy was not only deaf 
and dumb, but and idiot, and his 
landing was contary to the immigra- 
tion laws. A 8i>eoial board was 
convened and endorsed the action 
of the surgeon, so there was naught 
el.se for C'Ominissioner Rogers to do 
but order the hoy deported on the 
same steamer u^wn which he arriv- 
ed The steamship company wa-s also 
penalized $100 for attempting to 
laad an idiot in violation of law. 

The father, supported by letters 
of endorsement from bankers, mer- 
chants aud othei-s of S<nuersei 
County, secured the services of 
Owens and Levy, who at once went 
to \Vashington an<\ conferred with 
United States Commissioner of Im- 
migration Keefe and Assistant 
Secretary of Coiwi ' ' 

Cable. All they v 
was to onler a stay of depoi . 
for two weeks, or until the fa 
the boy's idiocy and the oiixjuai- 
stauces of the case could be deter- 
mined by the courts.

The next day after our arrival we 
took the steamer to Manila, and 
instead of meeting a tyjjhoon or 
baguia, which is a wind storm, we 
had a perfect trip, and I enjoyed it 
more because the whole crowd was 
thrown more together and we be- 
came better acquainted than we did 
on the Chiyo Maru. 

We landed at Manila on June 3d, 
a lot wiser and able to appreciate 
more the things we had seen, and I 
certainly cannot regret accepting the 
position I have, beacanse of its 
educational advantages. I staid in 
Manila a week before I received my 
as,signment, perspiring and looking 
around the city. I could not visit 
the deaf and dumb school, becau.se it 
was not in scs.sion. Manila is not 
an attractive city. It has a walled 
city which is only small part of the 
city Manila, but nearly all of the 
government offices are in there. 
But the walled city is excessively hot 
due to the amount of stone and 
street pavements which draw the 
heat. But the outside city is spread 
all over the country. 

On Saturday, June nth, I sailed 
for Bacolod, after being vaccinated, 
which took a little and made me a 
little .sick, and the result was I could 
not enjoy the trip. The boat went 
to Iloilo, where I had to remain a 
day to get a lx)at to vSilay, from 
where I took an automobile to the 
capital, Bacolo<l, on the island Occi- 
dental Negros, at -which I am 
stationed as head of trade school and 
athletic instructor. Teaching base 
ball and track athletics, besides, my 
regular work of wood-working and 
drawing. You know, of course, I 
told you I worked in a wo6d shop 
for two years in Geneva Wagon 
Works, before I went to college. 

So far as I have gone my station 
here is very delightful, and weather 
is cool and only warm in the middle 
of the day, nowhere as near as hot as 
Manila, and similar weather to that 
in New York .State in May and June, 
and cooler at night than New York. 

As far as climate, I have one of 
the be.st places in the islands. 

We expect to make a good show- 
ing in both athletics and trade work, 
and if hard work will do it, I think 
we will be a success in both lines. 

Hoping to hear from you and get 
some New York news, and inciden- 
tally from my deaf and dumb friends 
both boys and girls, I am
